published in New York. Kivingston's 
Vor/ai <f<uetteer was the subservient tool 
1 the British authorities. The Jftrcwry, 
mblished by Hugh Oaine. was a tinie- 
erver and trimmer. 
Anderson's Con- 


stitutional <j<tiMr was born and died in 
77(i, and had no influence whatever. 
File New York Joxmnl published by 
John Holt, was the sturdy and unpur- 
ehable organ of the. Sons of Liberty, 
ts editor fled the city after the disas- 
rous battle on Long Island, and he was 
leard of afterward as publishing his 
newspaper nt one aud another of the 
towns on the Hudson under circum- 
stances that would have appalled » less 
determined man. In the month of Aiv 
^ust, 1777, while at Esopus, he printee 
an advertisement, in which he proposed 
:o take any kind of country produce in 
the way * of (rade. 
His 
prospectus 


reads very quaintly: "And the printar. 
tieing unable to carry on his businefi 
without the necessaries of life, is obligee 
to »ffii the following prices to his work 
viz: For a ejuarter of news, 12 pounds 
of beef, pork, veal or mutton, or 4 
pounds of butter, or 7 pounds of cheese 
jr 18 pounds of fine flour, or half n 
bushel of wheat, or one bushel of Indian 
corn, or half a cord of wood, or 300 wt 
of hay, or other articles of country pro 
duce as he shall want them, in like pro 
portions, or as much money as will pur 
chase them at the time; for other articles 
ot printing work, the prices to be ii 
proportion to that of the newspaper. Al 
his customers, .who have to spare any o 
Uie above, or other articles of country 
produce, he hopes will let him know il 
and afford him the necessary supplies 
without which his business here mus 
very soon be discontinued." It is grati 
tying to be able to state that the sturd; 
patriot survived the Revolution, am 
lived to revisit the city, of which he hac 
been Postmaster in 1(75.—Scribner's fo 
Jannary.
